my client,and he acknowledged to me 

that on the night when the mail was | 
robbed he had been with a party of | 
dissipated companions over at Top | 
ham, and that on returning they met 

the mail carrier on horseback coming | 
from Jackson. Some of his compan. } 
ions were very drunk, and they pro: | 
posed to stop the carrier and over | 
haul his bag. The roads were very | 
muddy at the time, and the coach 
could not run, 

My client assured me that he not} 
only had no hand in robbing the mail, 
but he tried to dissuade his compan 
ions from doing so. But they would 
not listen to him, One of them slip | 
ped up behind the carrier and knock 
ed him from his horse, Then they | 
bound and blindfolded him, and hay: | 
ing tied him to a tree they took hig| 
mailbag and made off intoa neighbor. | 
ing field, where they overhauled it, | 
finding some $500 in money in the va | 
rious letters.

The meeting, which was held under 
the auspices of the Board of Trade, 
was largely attended by prominent 
citizens, members of the City Govern 
ment, and others interested in the ques 
tious involved, by whom the speeches 
of Messrs. Johnson and Tidd were re 
ceived with profound attention. Presi 
dent John RR. Carter of the Board of | 
Trade presided and introduced the} 

kers. Tt should be remarked en 
passant that Mr. Johnson did net appear 
in his omeial capacity but met citizens | 
as a citizen to talk about a matter in|} 
which all alike were interested, 

Mr. Jolinson told what it would cost | 
annually to maintain the sewerage of 
the city after completion and its effect | 
on the tax rate, The cost of a system | 
covering the whole city would be about 
$400,000, Not so mueh would be needed, 
however, but an estimate of what would | 
be needed was $120,000, Tle said the 
Commission had no control over the} 
matter of furnishing the money to build} 
the sewers—that was for the City 
Council to look after, and nothing can 
be done until they take the necessary 
steps to, raise the funds, ; 

Mr. Johnson then discussed the ques 
tion of assessments on estates whose 
value would be enhanced by building 
the sewers. The law evidently lacks 
lueidity on this point. Mr. Jolnson 
thought it might be evaded if it were 
desirable to do so, an attitude which he 
would not recommend, 

The most important suggestion made 
by Mr. Johnson was in relation to the 
payment of the sewer debt, Tt was that 
it might be done from the earnings of the 
Water Works. It was a novel iden but 
as sound as old corn. It has been free! 
talked suf on the street since and 

ywhere approved. Its feasability 
does not allow of a doubt. There was 
u close relation, the speaker snic, 
between water and sewerage; meters 
measure the exact amount of wate 
used, and if users are to be charged i

A Friend of the Workingmen, regard- 
less or in defiance of the faet that eon 
tinual harping on one string, no matter 
how duleet its tone, becomes after 
awhile monotonous, then Irritating, 
finally disgusting, wanted to know ot 
Mr. Tidd something about employing 
Woburn men on the work. Mr. Tidd 
said he knew nothing about who thi 
contractors would be. In the matter of 
labor he had had mueh experience in 
the matter.

done. Men who have worked in shops 
cannot stand the heat of the trenches 
Woburn men might be different.

ENGLISH HIGH SOCIETY. 


Mark Twain Tries His Hand at Solving the 
Problem of Precedence, 

The amusing and puerile problem 
of precedence in English society is 
characteristieally hit off by Mark 
Twain in The Century Magazine: 
Englishmen, says the great humorist, 
always eat dinner before they go out 
jo dinner, because they know the 
risks they are running. But nobody 
ever warns the stranger, so he walks 
placidly into the trap. Of course no- 
body was hurt this time, because we 
had all been to dinner, none of us 
being a novice except Hastings, and 
he having been informed by the min- 
ister, at the time that he invited him, 
that in deference to the English cus- 
tom he had not provided any dinner. 

Everybody took a lady and proces- 
sioned down to the dining room be- 
cause it is usual to go through the 
motions, but there the dispute began, 
The Duke of Shoreditch wanted to 
take precedence and sit at the head 
of the table, holding that he out- 
ranked a minister who represented 
merely a nation and not a monarch, 
but I stood for my rights and refused 
to yield. In the gossip column I 
ranked all the dukes not royal, and 
said so, and claimed precedence of 
this one. 

It couldn't be settled, of course, 
struggle as we might and did, he 
finally, and injudiciously, trying to 
play birth and antiquity and I ‘‘see- 
ing” his conqueror and “raising” him 
with Adam, whose direct posterity I

THE SUNDAY SCHOOL. 


LESSON II, SECOND QUARTER, INTER- 
NATIONAL SERIES, APRIL 8. 


Text of the Lesson, Gen, xxxvil, 1-11. 


Momory Verses, 3, 4—Golden Text, Gen. 
xlv, 24—Commentary by the Rev. D. M. 
Stearns. 


1. “And Jacob dwolt in the land wherein 
his father was a stranger, in the land of 
Canaan.” The margin says, “In the land 
of his father’s sojournings.” God spoke of 
Abraham as a stranger in the Jand, and 
Abraham spoke of himself as a stranger 
and asojourner (Gen, xvii, 8; xxili, 4). So 
also David in I Chron. xxix, 15. Compare 
1 Pet, il, 11, If we are Christ's, weare citi- 
zens of heaven (Phil, iff, 20,21), but shall 
reign on the earth when the kingdom comes 
(Rey. v, 9, 10). The principal events in the 
intervening chapters since last lesson are 
the reconciliation with Esau, another ap- 
pearance of God to Jacob and the death 
and burial of Isaac, Rachel and Deborah. 

2, “These are the generations of Jacob. 
Joseph, being 17 years old, was feeding the 
flock with his brethren, and Joseph brought 
unto his father their evil report.’’ This is 
the tenth time that wo have met in this 
book the phrase, “These are the genera- 
tions,” and it is the last time. Joseph and 
Benjamin were the younger sons of Jacob, 
and both were the children of his beloved 
Rachel, who died when Benjamin was 
born (chapter xxxv, 18, 19), It would seem 
that the conduct of Joseph's brethren was 
not commendable, and that be brought his 
father word to that effect, 

3, ‘Now Israel loved Joseph more than 
all his children, because he was the son of 
his old age, and he made him a cont of 
many colors.’’ Ofall the sons of Jacob the 
two most honored by Jehovah were Judah 
and Joseph, for from Judah came the Mes- 
siah, and the birthright was Joseph’s (I 
Chron, v, 2). See in verses 84, 85, of our les 
son chapter how great was Jacob's love to 
this son, and how he refused to be comfort 
od when he thought him dead. 

4. “And when his brethren saw that their 
father loved him more than all his breth- 
ren, they hated him and could not speak 
peaceably unto him,’’ Joseph was in many 
respects a wondrous type of God’s well be- 
loved Son, Jesus, our Saviour, Observe him 
hated and separated from his brethren 
(Gen, xlix, 28, 26; Dent, xxxili, 16), and 
think of Jesus hated without a cause (Ps, 
xxxv, 19; Lxix, 4; John xv, 25). These breth- 
ren make us think of the elder brother in 
Luke xv, but the practical part is for us, if 
ever hated without a cause, to think of Je- 
sus and rejoice in the privilege of fellow 
ship with Him (I Pet. ii, 19-21), 

5. ‘And Joseph dreamed a dream, and he 
told it his brethren, and they hated him yet 
the more.” Joseph does not seem as yet to 
have known his brothers’ hatred, and in 
the simplicity of his heart he told them his 
dream. We have already read of God com- 
ing to Abimelech, to Jacob and to Laban 
in a dream (xx, 3; xxxi, 11, 24), and in Job 
xxxili, 14, 15, we read that God speaks to 
men in dreams and visions, if by any means 
He may turn them from their pride and 
the ruin to which it leads, There is not the 
sume need for him to speak in dreams now 
that we bave the whole word of God, yet 
we would not like to suy that he never tells 
anything in dreams any more, 

6. “And he said unto them, Hear, I pray 
you, this dream which I have dreamed.”’ It 
must have deeply impressed Joseph and 
made him anxious totell it. When we have 
the sure word of God concerning all com 
ing events, how is it that we are so little 
impressed by it, and therefore s0 slow to 
speak of it? It must be simply unbelief on 
our part, or else willful ignorancgfor as 
surely as Joseph’s dreams were in due time 
fulfilled so shall every word of God be ful 
filled. See Isa. xiv, 24; xlvi, 9, 10; Ps, xxxiii, 
10, 11. 

7. ‘For behold, we were binding sheaves 
in the field, and, lo, my sheaf arose, aud 
also stood upright, and behold, your sheaves 
stood round about and made obeisance to 
my sheaf.” The significance of the dream 
seems simple enough and the brethren evi 
dently understood it, but it seemed very 
unlikely to be fulfilled. The sons of Jacob 
were doubtless familiar with the fact that 
God had spoken to their father and to La 
ban in a dream, and Joseph probably be- 
lieved that God had now spoken to him. 
When any word of God takes hold of us us 
the very voice of God to our.souls, we are 
not apt either to forgetor keep still about it, 

8, “And his brethren said to him, Shalt 
thou indeed reign over us? or shalt thou 
indeed have dominion over us? And they 
hated him yet the more for his dreams and 
for his words.”’” Their hatred did not affect 
the dream nor its fulfillment, but only 
themselves; neither bas the hatred of the 
Jews to their brother Jesus affected the 
fulfillment of the sure word of God thut He 
shall sit on David’s throne and reign over 
the house of Jacob forever (Isa, ix, 7; Luke 
i, 82, 88), but it has seriously affected them 
selves and will until they bow before Him 
in true penitence (Zech. ix, 10; xiii, 1). 

9 “And he dreamed yet another dream, 
and told it his brethren, and said, Behold, 
I have dreamed a dream more, and, behold, 
the sun, and the moon, and the 11 stars 
made obeisance to me.”’ Here is the same 
revelation with an enlargement includiig 
father and mother, The dream being dou 
bled would prove that it was established by 
God, and that He would bring it to puss 
(xli, 82), And we know thatitcame to pass, 
When I read in Key, xii the record of the 
woman clothed with the sun, the moon 
under her feet, and on her head a crown of 
12 stars, I associate that vision with this 
dream and think that the man child of that 
chapter will prove to be a first fruits from 
Israel in the time of the great tribulation, 
which with the church as a first fruits from 
all nations and both identified with Christ 
will form the complete man child to rule 
all nations. In due time we shall see. 

10, **‘And he told it to his father and to 
his brethren, and his father rebuked him 
and said unto him; What is thisdream that 
thou hast dreamed? Shall [and thy mother 
pnd thy brethren indeed come to bow down 
eurselves to thee to the earth?” His father 
saw the interpretation, and it went some: 
what against the grain, but he lived to see 
it all fulfilled, and when heand his sons be 
came thoroughly humbled before this same 
Joseph then it was well with them and they 
prospered, So shall it be with the Jewsand 
Jesus. Itis hard to humble, but all who 
walk in pride shall be made to come down 
(Dan, iv, 87; v, 20 margin). See also Isa. ji, 
11, 17; Jas. iv, 10; I Pet. v, 6, 

ll. ‘Aud his brethren euvied him, but 
his father observed the saying.’’ Stephen 
said that, moved with envy, they sold him 
into Egypt (Acts vii, 9), Paul says, “Love 
envieth mat’ (I Cor, xiii, 4). In I Pet, ii, 1, 
we are told to lay envy aside, It was well 
for his father to observe the saying, but had 
he believed it he might have found comfort 
when led to suppose that Joseph was dead. 
See Dan, vii, 28; Luke ii, 51; Rom, ivy, 20, 21.

Deep Sen Fish Face a Danger Unknown to 
Other Living Thinga, 

It is only reasonable to suppose that 
the ability to sustain an enormous 
pressure can only be acquired by ani- 
mals after generations of gradual mi- 
rrations from shallow waters, Those 
forna that are brought up by the 
dredge from the depths of the ocean 
are usually killed and distorted by 
the enormous and rapid diminution 
of pressure in their journey to the 
surface, and it is extremely probable 
that shallow water forms Mould be 
similarly killed and crushed out of 
shape were they suddenly plunged 
into very deep water. 

The fish that live at these enor 
mous depths are, in consequence of 
the enormous pressure, liable to a 
curious form of accident. If in chas- 
ing their prey or for any other rea 
son they rise toa considerable dis- 
tance above the floor of the ocean, the 
gases of their swimming bladder be 
come considerably expanded, and 
their specific gravity very greatly re- 
duced, Upto a certain limit the mus 
cles of their bodies can counteract the 
tendency to float upward and enable 
the fish to regain its proper sphere of 
life at the bottom, but beyond that 
limit the muscles are not strong 
enough to drive the body downward, 
and the fish, becoming more and more 
distended as it goes, is gradually Iill- 
ed on its long and involuntary jour: 
ney to the surface of the sea. 

The deepsea fish, then, are exposed 
to a danger that no other animals in 
the world are subject to—namely, 
that of tumbling upward, That such 
accidents do occasionally occur is 
evidenced by the fact that some fish, 
which are now known to be true deep 
sea forms, were discovered dead and 
floating on the surface of the ocean 
long before our modern investigations 
were commenced,—Popular Science

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HEY CLE COWS UM, 
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THE SWEEPER CASTE. 


Religious Belief of a People as 
They exist In India. 

Among the yet unsolved problems 
of Indian ethnology is the religion of 
the sweeper caste, It seems clear 
enough, through all the confusion, 
that the supreme deity of the Chuh- 
ras is Lalijura or Lalberg, ‘‘a god 
without form or dwelling place.” 

A mound of earth surmounted by 
a piece of stick and a bit of cloth for 
a flag is this deity’s shrine, and to it 
“poojah” is made and a little sacri 
fice offered of ghee or grain. Itneeds 
no consecration, this simple shrine, 
and wherever the sweeper may be, 
if sickness comes or a gift is desired, 
the little shrine may be set up, with 
its queer bit of ragand stick, and the 
worshiper’s prayer is made. 

The sweeper will have nothing to 
do with the transmigration of souls, 
Once a sweeper always a@ sweeper, 
and even the ideal sweeper, Pir Jhota, 
with his broom of gold and basket 
of silver, ‘cleans new the fourth 
heaven, the house of God, and sweeps 
the apartments of the Highest.” The 
good sweeper goes to heaven, how 
ever, after death, but in the heaven 
of asweeper there is nothing to do 
but bathe and sit-at ease, 

The bad sweeper, on the othe 
hand, goes to hetl, where he is tor 
mented by fire and wounds till the 
deity is pleased to vouchsafe relief. 
Between these two extremes is a kind 
of purgatory, where the sweeper who 
is not good enough for the one place 
and not bad enough for the other 
undergoes a sort of probation which 
either kills or cures him. 

Of Balmik, the great leader of one 
sect of sweepers, and now himself, 
like Pir Jhota, a sweeper in the courts 
of heaven, the accounts differ so 
widely that it is difficult to identify 
him, It seems clear, however, that 
with the profession of sweeper he 
combined the recreation of poetry, 
and there is some amount of evidence 
in fayor of his having been the au- 
thor of the Ramuana, 

Ho is alternately represented as a 
low caste hunter of the Karnal Nar 
dak and as a Bhil highwayman who 
was converted by a saint whom he 
was about torob, There is a legend, 
too, that he laid down his life for the 
sweepers of Benares and induced the 
people of that city to admit sweepers 
into their presence, us they had never

As for Lalberg, the other great 
leader, he t us back at once to 
the days of Homeric myth. He was 
born from the coat of Balmik and 
suckled by a hare—in proof whereof 
Chuhras to this day abstain from 
eating hares, On the other hand, 
Lalberg was also born of a pitcher, 
through the power of Abdul Kader 
Kalani, and when the Prophet Elias 
was turned into a sweeper for spit 
ting on the saints in heaven it was 
Lalberg who relieved him,—Times of

It was a bold, 
audacious arraignment of the party 
which for want of statesmanusbip have 
shown their inability to successfully 
conduct the affairs of the Nation, ‘The 
excitement over it among the Demoe- 
racy is intense, for its confessed effect 
will be to knock out the income tax and 
probably defeat the tariff measure al- 
together—certainly in its present form, 
Hill’s allusions to Secretary Gresham 
and the President were in the highest 
degree refreshing and pleased the 
enemies of those gentlemen on the 
Democratic side, which are in a coa-|

Romantic History of a Hungarian Officer 
Who Died In Exile, 


Quite a romantic history centers 
around a monument which stands 
just inside the entrance of Charles 
Evans’ cemetery, this city. It is pyr 
amidicalin form, On one of its faces 
is carved a cannon and on another 
the American and Hungarian flags 
crossed, On another is chiseled the 
following inscription : 

“In memory of Anthony JKanalas 
sy, captain of artillery in the Hun. 
garian army of 1849, Exiled from his 
country after her gallant efforts for 
independence, he found in America 
welcome and wan friends, who have 
erected this testimonial of his bray 
ery, talents and worth. Died in this 
city, Aug. 10, 1853, aged 31.” 

Captain Anton Kanalassy was born 
in Hungary in the city of Pesth, ac 
cording to the recollection of his 
friend, companion and copatriot, Cap 
tain Vaisz. He received a thorough 
education and in due time became an 
officer in the Austrian artillery, He 
was also one of the tutors of the Em 
peror Franz Joseph, the son of the 
Archduke Franz Karl, who was so 
elected upon the abdication in De 
cember, 1849, of his father and the 
reigning emperor, Ferdinand. Al 
though surrounded by the splendors 
of court life, his heart scems to have 
become very early imbued with the 
principles of liberty. In the year 1546 
he became involved in the Polish 
revolution, when Cracow, the last 
spot free from tyrannical rule in the 
once happy Poland, lost its independ- 
ence, 

Tried by a court martial, he was 
condemned with many others to 
death, but sentence was commuted 
into 10 years’ imprisonment, from 
which he wa 
of suffering by one of the eight arti- 
cles of agreement between the goy- 
ernment and the diet instituted by 
Kossuth. He then entered the Hun- 
garian army in his former capacity, 
but was again taken prisoner and es- 
caped after many hardships and dis- 
guised as a shepherd. He arrived in 
New York in 1850, He was a young 
man of high attainments, and after 
serving as a topographical engineer 
in Virginia he came to Pennsylvania 


and served till his death as assistant |

Text of the Lesson, Gon, xxexvil, 23-36— 
Memory Vorses, 26-28 — Golden Text, 
Gen. 1. 20—Commentary by the Rev. D, 


M, Stearns. 


28, “And it came to pass when Joseph 
Was come unto his brethren that they 
stripped Joseph out of his coat.’”’ Being 
sent by his father, he went forth cheerfully 
to see if it was well with his brethren, but 
when they saw him coming they determin 
ed to kill him (verses 18, 14, 18-20), How 
suggestive of the Jews’ hatred of Jesus, 
their brother who came seeking their wel 
fare (Math, xxi, 88; xxvii, 1)! They stripped 
Him to mock Him, and when crucified 
parted His garments among them (Math 
xxvii, 28, 85), 

24, ‘And they took him and cast him fn 
toa pit, and the pit was empty; there was 
no water in it.’ Compare Zech, ix, 11, and 
contrast the miry pit in which Jeremiah 
was put (Jer, xxxviii, 6). The sinner’s de 
liverance from sin is compared to being. 
taken from a horrible pit and miry clay atl 
having his feet placed on a rock (Ps. x1, 2) 

25. “And they sat down to eat bread,” 
When the decree had gone forth to kill all 
the Jews, itis written that the king and 
Haman sat down to drink (Ksth, fii, 15) 
When they crucified Jesus, it is said that 
“Sitting down, they watched Him there” 
(Math, xxvii, 86), The question of Jere 
miah concerning the sorrows of Jerusalem, 
“Is it nothing to you, all ye that pass by?" 
(Lam, i, 12) should come home to all who 
are indifferent to the sufferings of Jesus, 

26. “And Judah said unto his brethren, 
What profit is it if we slay our brother and 
conceal his blood?” This same Judah long 
afterward became surety for Joseph's broth 
er Benjamin (Gen, xliii, 0; xliv, 82, 83), It 
was from him that the Messiah, the great 
deliverer, came in the fullness of time (1 
Chron, vy, 2; Heb, vii, 14). They might con 
ceal Joseph's blood from his father, but 
like Abel’s it would ery to God (Gen, iy, 10) 

27. “Come and let us sell him to the Ish 
maelites, and let not our hand be upon him, 
for he is our brother and our flesh. And 
his brethren were content.””) Thus Judah 
saved his brother from death and his breth 
ren from actual bloodshed, See how one 
can influence anumber! One with God can 
chase a thousand (Deut. xxxil, 80), 

28, ‘And they drew and lifted up Joseph 
out of the pit and sold Joseph to the Ish 
maelites for twenty pieces of silver, and they 
brought Joseph into Egypt.”’ Thirty pieces 
of silver was afterward in Israel the vaiue 
of a slave (Ex. xxi, 82). This was the price 
at which they valued Zechariah, the proph- 
et, and for this amount Judas sold his 
saviour (Zech, xi, 12; Math. xxvi, 15), Some 
people today seem to sell Jesus for the veri- 
est trifles—that is, they do not care what 
becomes of Him or His cause, if only they 
can be gratified. 

29. “And Reuben returned unto the pit, 
and, behold! Joseph was not in the pit, and 
he rent his clothes.”” It was Reuben who 
first persuaded the other brothers not to 
kill Joseph, but to cast him into a pit, 
thinking that he might, unobserved, get 
him outand restore him to, his father (verses 
21, 22). Reuben was the oldest of all the 
brothers, he and Judah being both sons of 
Leah (Gen. xxix, 82, 85). He had a heart to 
save his brother, but not the power to de- 
liver him from those who hated him. He 
was evidently absent when Joseph was sold. 

80. “And he returned to his brethren and 
said, The child is not, and I, whither shall 
Igo?” Thesame phrase is Qsed concerning 
the absent in chapter xii, 18, 86, and Jer, 
xxxi, 15. What a contrast in that glorious 
name of Jehovah, ‘I am’’ (ix. iii, 14)! 
Whether in the body or out of the body, if 
we ure only identified with Christ, we can 
never be said not to be, for He is our life, 
and because He lives we live (John xiv, 10) 
The anguish of Joseph’s soul as he besourht 
his brothers not to sell him is spoken of in 
chapter xii, 21, 

81, “And they took Joseph’s coat, and 
killed a kid of the goats, and dipped the 
coat in the blood,”’ Since the day that Ad 
aim sinned it has been sorrow and suffering 
and death all along the line, and will be 
till He shall come again who, when He first 
came, bore our griefs and carried our sor 
rows, and in His own body bore oursins on 
the tree (Isa, lili, 4; I Pet. ii, 24). While the 
blood of a kid stained Joseph’s coat it was 
Jesus’ own blood that soiled His garments, 
even the blood from that poor, scourged 
back and thorn crowned head, But the 
day comes when His enemies’ blood shall 
stain His raiment (Isa. liii, 8, 4), 

82. “And they sent the coat of many 
colors, and they brought it to their father 
and said, This have we found; know now 
whether it be thy son’s coat or no.”’ Jacob 
was truly their father after the flesh, but 
they were making it very plain that they, 
like their descendants long afterward, had 
another father, even he who is the father of 
all liars and murderers (John viii, 44), 

33, “And he knew it and said, [t is my 
son’s coat; an evil beast hath devoured him; 
Joseph is without doubt rent in pieces.” 
There was no chemical analysis to prove 
that the blood on that coat was not human; 
there was no son honest enough to tell the 
facts in the case, and so Jacob must be al 
lowed to think that his much loved son was 
20 years he believed 
the same (xliv, 28) What an evil beast is 
envy and hatred, true children of the rour 
ing lion (1 Pet. v, 8)! 

34. ‘And Jacob rent his clothes, and put 
sackcloth upon his loins, and mourned for 
his son many days.’’ Whatever we sow we 
Jucob had sown the wind and was 
reaping the whirlwind (Gal. vi, 7; Hos, viii, 
7). He bad cruelly deceived bis father and 
lied to him (chapter xxvii, 24), and now he 
was reaping a terrible harvest, This prin 
ciple of retribution is seen continually and 
enough of it to muke all but the most bard 
ened believe that God means what He says, 

85. “And all bis sons and all bis daugh 
ters rose up to comfort him, but he refused 
to be comforted, and he said, For I will “oO 
down into the grave unto my son mourn 
ing; thus his father wept for him.” How 
muny daughters Jacob bad we are not told, 
One, Dinah, is mentioned by name (xxxiv, 
We can understand how they might 


how these lying sons could comfort him is 
He is surely to be 
pitied, for he had not the light which we 
have upon the future, He looked into the 
grave; we look up and know that “to divis 
gain,” ‘to depart and be with Christ is far 
better’ (Phil. i, 21, 28). 

86. ‘And the Midianites sold him into 
Egypt, unto Potiphar, an officer of Pha 
raoh’s aud captain of the guamnd,”” The cur 
tain falls upon the sorrowing father and 
the deceitful sons, and we are given one 
wlimpse of the poor boy so cruelly torn 
away from his home. He is now a slave in 


Egypt in the house of the chief of the exe- 
cutioners (see margin), But whether a 
slave in Potiphar’s house or a prisoner 
falsely uccused he is always prosperous, 
for “the Lord was with him?’ (chapter 
xxxix, 2, 3, 21, 28) and there was blessing 
everywhere, He was one of the blessed 
men of Ps, i, 1-3.

AN ATHLETIC CIFE. 


Errora Connected With It and Disadvan 
tages That Attend It, 


There are disadvantages connected 
with athletic life which must not be 
coneealed, There are errors abun 
dant that need to be weeded out 
There is an error in the commence 
ment and the ending of the athletic 
life that should be remedied, Itshould 
not be begun at too youthful a period 
It should not be continued to too late 
a period, I have put it at from 18 to 
36 years of age, and that I am con 
vinced is a very just limitation for all 
except those who are obliged to fol 
low it, as in the acrobat way, durin 
n life of toil, devoted to the amuse 
ment of the people. 

At 18 the organs of the body have 
fairly developed, and yet are not so 
matured as to have lost any degree 
of their elasticity, power and facility 
for affording graceful and powerful 
movements, The nervous system 
has become well developed, and the 
senses have reached to good and 
healthy action, At 86 the organs 
have ceased to increase naturally, 
and all parts have entered into a ma 
turity which stands in the way of a 
new activity of a permanent char- 
acter. By this time the body beyins 
to feel concussions and vibrations 
which, exalted, pass easily into 
shocks affecting the elastic sub- 
stance, especially the elastic arteries 
and all structures that require to be 
cushioned by the clastic element. 

If elastic tissue grows in the body 
in youth and adolescence, there comes 
a yearly period when it fails to grow, 
and, as occurs in a piece of india rub 
ber, there comes another period when 
it begins to lose its elasticity.

Some Famous Boston Churches, 


NO XIV—CHURCH OF ADVENT, 


For many years the Church of the 
Advent has beon the leading boston 
representative of the high church move- 
ment in the Episcopal denomination. 
People have rarely been moderate in 
their opinion of its customs, Its ritual, 
or its teachings. ‘They have had either | 
enthusiastic admiration or bitter and | 
contemptuous dislike for its attitude; | 
yet the society has gone on, indifferent 

ise or blame, and in spite of mis- 

taundings and divisions among its 
closest adherents. ‘That its influence 
has been great, no one can deny. 
Within a short time, it has given, from 
its clergy, Bishop Gratton to the diocese 
of Fond-du-Liec and Bishop Hall to that 
of Vermont. It has become richer, but 
is no less individual or independent than 
it was twenty years ago. 

The present chureh at the 
Mt. Vernon and Brimmer streets is an 
outgrowth of that on Bowdoin street, 
now known as St. John the Evangelist, 
and in charge of the Cowley Fathers. 
The parish illustrates the success that 
follows undaunted effort; for, when first 
organized in 1842, it held its meetings in 
a room on Merrimac street. Atter that 
it rented a hall at the corner of Cause- 
way and Lowell streets until it had 
grown strong enough to have an entire 
building on Green street. Later it re- 
gmoved to thé Congregational church on 
Bowdoin street, called Lyman Beecher’s; 
and last, as has been said, wt built for 
itself a beautiful new edifice on Brimmer 
street and turned over the Bowdoin 
street structure lo mission work, 

There have always been two marked 
aspects in the place the Advent 
among Boston churches; first, its stand 
in matters ecclesiastical and ritualistic; 
second, its devotion to the poor, The 
former is well kuown, even to outsiders. 
Elaborate altar decorations, carefully 
robed clergy, beautiful music, annie 
comimunions, slow procession, Crosses, 
an intoned service, aud frequent genu- 
flectious—all these have gone far to 
remove it, in many minds, from the 
pale of Protestantism aud place it, if 
not within the very boundarie s of Rome, 
yet in the limbo which borders upon 
them and is the proper resort of things 
unhallowed and erratic. ‘The other side 
of the Adyent banner, only its suppor. 
ters or those other people who happen 
to live near it at the West End are 
familiar with. They know how late at 
night and how early in the morning the 
priests, in their loug black cassocks and 
soft-brimmed hats, are about on errands | U

With the morning came a change for 
the better, and in the days of convales 
cenee, Mrs. Sampson procured a furlough 
for him, and the parents’ hearts were 
gladdened by the presence of their 
soldier again in the dear home, 

Tender reminiscences of the dark days 
at the front, and in the hospital ward, 
were alluded to in Mis, Sampson's intro- 
duction to the excursionists. Many a 
boy in blue, from the State of the nod 
ding pines owed their lives to the de- 
yotion and motherly care of this true- 
hearted woman; she was well known 
in Washington, and among the army 
officers, as the woman who saved 
many lives. 

Mrs. Sampson, sinee the death of her 
husband, has been employed in the 
Pension Office, her service there begin- 
ning in 18 nothing has been brought 
against her except her partiality for the 
soldiers, her interest and energy pleads 
for them in every Department.

The long, almond shaped eye, with 
thick eyelids covering nearly half of 
the pupil, when taken in connection 
with the full brow, is indicative of 
genius and is often found in artists, 
literary and scientific men. It is the 
eye of talent or impressibility, The 
large, open, transparent eye, of what- 
ever color, is indicative of elegance, 
of taste, of refinement, of wit, of in- 
telligence. Weakly marked eye- 
brows indicate a feeble constitution 
and a tendency to melancholia. Deep 
sunken eyes are selfisH, while eyes in 
which the whole iris shows indicate 
erraticism if not lunacy, Round eyes 
are Indicative of innocence; strongly 
protuberant eyes of weakness of both 
mind and body. Eyes small and close 
together typify cunning, while those 
far apart and open indicate frank- 
ness. 

The normal distance between the 
eyes is the width of one eye; a dis 
tance greater or less than this inten- 
sifies the character supposed to be 
symbolized. Sharp angles, turning 
down at the corners of the eye, are 
seen in persons of acute judgment and 
penetration, Well opened steady eyes 
belong to the sincere; wide staring 
eyes to the impertinent, Gray eyes 
are supposed to be the strongest, blue 
the weakest, while large are 
most subject to the defect known as 
nearsightedness, —New York Weekly.

Deaconing Apples. 

“In preparing and putting up ap 
ples for market the practice of ‘dea 
coning,’ as it is called, is very exten- 
sively followed, and it means the top 
ping off of a barrel of the fruit with 
the best end largest specimens. It is 
said the term ‘deaconing’ originated 
in the fact that some one holding the 
office of deacon in some church some- 
where in New England had distin- 
guished himself by adopting this sys- 
tem in putting up apples for market. 

“At first the practice was to ‘dea- 
con’ the apples at one end of the bar- 
rel only, but an incident led to an 
improvement. A dealer in a Maine 
town, who understood the trick, at 
one time sold a barrel of apples to a 
customer and recommended them as 
the choicest grown. In due time the 
barrel was opened and found to con- 
tain a very inferior quality, where- 
upon the customer, feeling that he 
had been imposed upon, made com 
plaint to the seller, who very coolly 
observed that he must have opened 
the barrel at the wrong end, This 
experience, however, made him move 
careful in putting up his apples. In 
stead of ‘deaconing’ the barrels at 
one end he ‘deaconed’ them at both 
ends,”-—Boston Herald,

88. “And Pharaoh said unto his servants 
Can we find such a one as this, a man in 
whom the Spirit of God is?’ Very varied 
and fullof trial had been the 10 years or 
more of Joseph's life since his brethren 
sold him to the Midianites, and several of 
them had been passed in prison through the 
lying of a wicked woman. As we see hin 
now he has just been brought from the 
prison to interpret, if he can, to Pharaoh 
his double dream, Disclaiming all power 
to do so of himself (verse 16), but giving the 
glory to God, he, by the Spirit, interprets 
and applies the dreams; hence from Pharaoh 
the words of this verse, 

89. “And Pharaoh said unto Joseph, For 
asmuch as Gov. hath shewed thee all this, 
there is none so discreet and wise as thou 
art.” Joseph had suggested that officers 
be appointed who during the years of 
plenty should make provision for the years 
of famine to follow, perhaps without a 
thought that he who had just been brought 
from prison might be of any service, but 
God’s set time to favor Joseph had come. 
The dreams of long ago are on the way to 
fulfillment, “Therefore will the Lord wait 
that He may be gracious. Blessed are all 
they that wait for Him,”

Moses endured as seeing 
Him who fs invisible (Heb. xi), 

42, ‘And Pharaoh took off his ring from 
his hand, and put it upon Joseph's hand, 
and arrayed him in vestures of fine linen, 
and put a gold chain about his neck,’ So 
did the king to Mordecai (Kst. viii, 15) and 
Belshazzar to Daniel (Dan. vy, 29), The soul 
that is redeemed by the blood of Jesus can 
truly say, ‘‘He brought me up also out of 
an horrible pit, out of the miry clay, and 
set my feet upon a rock and established my 
goings;” “He hath clothed me with the 
garments of salvation; Hs hath covered me 
with the robe of righteousness; “He bath 
made me a king and a priest unto God, and 
I shall reign on the earth” (Ps. x1, 2; Isa. 
lxi, 10; Rev. v, 10).

Jesus was about 80 years 
old when He began His public work (Luke 
ili, 23). Daniel and his friends at a prob- | 
ably much younger age are suid to have 
stood before the king (Dan. i, 19). But nei 
ther Jesus nor Daniel nor Joseph stood be 
fore man as much as they stood before God, 
They were like Elijah, who said, “The Lord 
God of Israel liveth, before whom I stand” 
(1 Kings xvii, 1), When we learn to stand 
more in the presence of God, we will be bet 
ter qualified to stand before men, 

47, “And in the seven plenteous years the 
earth brought forth by handfuls.” “What 
God is about to do He sheweth unto Pha 
raoh,’’ were the words of Joseph as he in 
terpreted the dreams (verse 28), So we see 
in these years of prosperity the hand of the 
Lord for good, It was His blessing upon 
Israel’s land which in the sixth year made 
tt bring forth fruit for three years (Ley 
XXV, 21).

All 
along the wretched roads, rotten and 
slhuggering negro cabins trown out of 
the sassatras and wild orange bushes 
these huts, the most of them are a dis- 
wrace to the State and an olfence against 
eivilization, Phey are a picture ot 
misery and poverty, the poverty ot rags 
and hunger, and grinding famine which 
must be a source of shame to the lazy 
and shittiess negroes who dwell within 
them, 

‘The one great and blighting curse that 
degrades the colored race of this section 
is Whiskey drinking: they have no am- 
bition saye that of raking together the 
wherewith to purchase this drink which} 
makes them brutal and dangerous. 
After the war closed, that is many years| 
after, we of New England often heard 
of the wonderful growth of the “New 
South” and the magic transformation ot 
all things throughout “Bair Dixie: how 
schoolhouses were being built, with a 
rush that put out of sight all enterprise 
in that line at the great North; how 
the teeming brain of the average young 
coon was thirsting for knowledge, that 
was almost consuming in its intensity; 
aud that even the more mature darkey 
had w rabid ambition for an education. 
Now all this may be true in some ot 
the Southern States, but in Virginia, so 
far us L have been, and I have travelled 
through the most of it, the story is mis- 
leading and a miserable lie. L cannot 
go into the details touching this affair, 
in this letter—L started out to describe 
the impoverished hovels and dark sur- 
roundings of the negroes who idle away 
the greater part of their lives in getting 
drunk and netting shad in the Chesa- 
peak Bay.

Stone Carving. 

A street sight that interests people 
is the carving of the ornamental work 
of the fronts of buildings in course of 
construction, Much more stone is 
used in buildings now than formerly 
and much more carving is done, and 
a great deal of it is of a much more 
elaborate character. One firm of cut 
stone contractors in this city employs 
more than 50 stone carvers. Some 
stone carving is still done in the yard, 
but a large proportion of it is done 
after the stone is in place in the 
building. The cost isabout thesame, 


but it appears to be the fashion now- | 


adays to carve the stone after it is in 
place, and on large jobs it makes a 
great saving of time. 

Models of the carvings are made at 
the stonecutter’s yard by an expert 
modeler and stone carver from the 
drawings of the architect. These 
models are made first in clay for the 
architect's inspection, They are then 
cast in plaster, The plaster model 
stands near the carver in the yard 
or lies near him upon the scaffold on 
the front of a building. Stone cary- 
ers get from $4.50 to $5.50 a day for 
eight hours’ work. They are expert 
workmen—they rarely make a mis- 
take.— Philadelphia Press,

Some Famous Boston Churches. 


NO XVI—CHRIST CHURCH, 


A visitor to Christ church, popularly 
“The Old North,” ought not to go as} 
near as possible in the electric. Narrow, | 
dingy Salem = street, with its_ dismal 
little shops and its hordes of dirty, | 
foreign-looking children, is worth the 
walk from the corner where it branches 
off Hanover street until it brings the 
unexpecting pedestrian in front of the | 
historic structure. Maybe the glimpse | 
of the North End will furnish texts as 
pointed and sermons as eloquent as any 
to be heard within the church walls. — 

Tt is said that people always arrive in 
the vestibule of Christ church quoting 
some portion of “Paul Revere’s Ride.” | 
Rambler confesses that he muttered, 
“One, if by land, and two, if by sea,” 
then looked around shamefacedly to see | 
if anyone had overheard him; likewise, 


that he fell into the error of thinking 
that a flag-draped bust in the right 
transept must be of the famous Paul, | 


until he was informed that it re 
the immortal features of the 
his Country. 

The interior of the church does not 
look as antique as one expects. It has 
a long galiery on either side, an arched 
ceiling, fluted columns, a receding 
chancel, and smali-paned window glass; 
but, though there are a tew weather- 
ns on the walls, the painting and 
frescoing suggest modern art of not the 
best type. The old square pews are 
taken out, yet their heavy doors ave re- 
tained. It seems that not long ago a 
legacy of a few thousand dollars was 
left the society and was expended in 
renovating the building. According to 
the sexton, the place was so delapidated 
before the alteration that ladies had to 
fan constantly during service to keep 
the moths from settling on their clothes,

There are any number of interesting 
relics which can be best seen on the 
first Sunday in the month, when the 


communion service and the old books 
are in use, 

Directly over the altar, an oak table 
of uncertain age, is a painting of ‘The 
Last Supper,” by «a Mr. Penniman. 
Another yicture, over the chancel, 
represents by a door and three cherubs 
the descent of the Holy Spirit and is 
the work of an artist named Jolinson. 
The cherubs are soft in coloring and, 
although they have looked down on Old 
North congregations for more than a 
century, they still retain a remarkable 
amount of freshness and delicacy. 

The heavy brass chandeliers are 
supposed by many people to be those 
captured from a French vessel in 1746; 
but the latter were of glass and are not 
now inexistence, ‘Traces of that French 
prize are seen, however, in the four 
statuettes in front of the organ. These 
were presented by Captain Grushea, 
commander of the “Queen of Hungary,” 
the privateer which overhauled the 
French ship, and they were intended for 
a Spanish church in the settlements on 
the St. Lawrence River. The organ 
itself is a venerable affair and has held 
its present position in a gallery at the 
rear of the nave since 1759. Neverthe- 
less, with all those winters and summers 
of honorable service, it has not earned 
the right to look down, figuratively 
speaking, on the clock which is literally 
below it and which was its predecessor 
in the gallery by ten years, This same 
gallery used to be occupied on Sundays 
by the colored servants of the regular} 
worshippers, and was later used by the 
children of the parish. Now it accomo- 
dates the ohoir af young peaple who, 
with Rey. Charles W, Duane, the prosent 
rector, may be heard at Mornivg Prayer, 
10.380 A. M., each Sunday.

ylate, are inscribed, “The gift of His 
Majesty King George II to Christ church 
at Boston in New England at the re- 
quest of his Excellecy Governor Belcher, 
1733," and have the royal arms of 
England on each side. Other reminders 
of George II, who seems to have dis- 
played more munificence in this case 
than history gives him credit for in his 
ardinary dealings, are a Bible and five 
prayer-books, A quaint error is found 
n the Bible. Lt is one of an edition 
printed at Oxford in 1717 and containing 
the words, ‘**fhe parable of the yinegar, 
jnstead of ‘The parable of the vine- 
yard” asthe heading of a page on which 
yart of the twentieth chapter of St. 
wuke is found. All the prayer-books 
except one have had the morning and 
evening prayers cut out and others of 
different wording substituted, and one 
of the books has a piece of paper pasted 
over the prayers for the King and the 
Royal Family. 

In the crypt below the church, there 
are the tombs of several of the old 
families of Boston, Directly under the 
altar, is that of the first rector, with a 


great vault for the poor of the pariah 
on either side. The other tombs are 
placed along the walls, following the 


same.outline as the pews in the nave, a 
gruesome thought for those who sit 
above. ‘These receptacles hold many 
hundreds of bodies, although no oue 
has been placed in the crypt for sixteen 
years and it has been sealed up by 
order of the city officials,

One of the most recent burials pointed 
out to the sexton the yanity of human 
things as nothing else could haye done. 
The corpse was that of a woman, the 
lyst descendant of a family prominent 
in the annals of Ohriet church and of 
the pity. Distant relatives, in obedience 
ta a wish expressed on her death-bed 
made arrangements to haye her laid 
with her peqple in the crypt of the Old 
North, and, after considerabie haggling 
ayer the sextan's fees, brought the Bode

abtained, The fact that death had 
dlaimed all her race signified nothing to 
the sexton, but that she should be 
buried in @ pine coffin meant an infinite 
amount, 

A tablet on the outside of the church 
commemorates the hanging of the signal 
lanterns “on the eighteenth of April, in 
seventy-five,” and the tower from which 
they were displayed boasts the first peal 
of bells brought to this country. They 
are eight in number and explain them- 
solves in the following old tine inserip.

**Capt. Woodberry,” said Supt. Gil- 
creast of the Gas Light Co., after he 
had taken out the meter from the old 
store, ‘*began to take gas on the day 
the works went into operation here in 
January, 1855, and he is the only one 
living who has continued to use it on 
the same premises to the present time. 
For over 89 years he has burned it at 
his store on Woodberry’s Corner, while 
all the other original takers are either 
dead or their business places occupied 
by somebody else, and I vow,” con 
tinued the Supt., bimself uo longer a 
boy, ‘tit makes me feel bad to see the 
old Cuptuin go.”

For many years bis 
store was the principal one in all these 
parts, and he enjoyed a patronage that 
has vever beeu surpassed by any later 
trader in the same line here. Looking 
over the early volumes of the JouRNAL 
from Oct., 1851, on, the largest ad 
vertiser is found to be William Wood- 
berry, and his uame and place were 
as well known in all the surrounding 
towns as here at home, Later on he 
put less ‘snap’ into his business and 
his priveipal patrons have been the re- 
mains of years ago and those who pever 
could be made to believe that a piece 
goods was the genuine stuff unless it 
came from Capt. Woodberry's store. 
Until last fall, wheo taken down with 
illness, he could always be found at his 
post in business hours, and the old 
place withoyt his presence will seem 
strange and out of joint. 

Capt. Woodberry enjoys the econfi- 
dence and esteem of all who kuew him.

Dr. Albert Day. 


Dr. Albert Day, so long identified with 
the Washingtonian Home in Boston, 
died at his home at Melrose Highlands 
on April 27. Dr, Day was § Super- 
intendent of the institution for 87 years. 
He was 73 years of age and probably 
treated more cases of inebriety than any 
person living. 

Dr. Day was born in Wells, Me., Oct. 
15, 1822. When a boy his time was de- 
voted to working on the farm, and he 
attended the district school during only 
part of the winter term, His tather 
died when he was but 13 years of age, 
and the lad was foreed to take care ot 
himself. We first found employment 
with Dr. Jacob Fisher in Wells, and two 
years later bound himself to learn a 
trade in Sanford, where he worked days 
and studied nights to obtain the educa- 
tion he craved: 

About this time he became deeply 
interested in the temperance cause and 
worked and spoke in its behalf. In 18: 
he settled in Lowell, and two 


lature, where he introduced measures 
looking to the establishment of an 
asylum for the care and cure of inebri- 
ates. 

In 1857. the Washingtonian Home was 
organized, and Dr. Day was selected as 
Superintendent. Realizing the import- 
ance of his position, and desiring to 
fortify himself for all emergencies, he 
entered the Harvard Medical School and 
was & member of the class of 1866. Dr. 
Day was Superintendent of the Wash- 
ingtomian Home for 11 years, and then 
was dalled to the asylum at Bingham- 


ton, N. Y., where he remained three 
years. — 
On his return to Massachusetts he 


established a private retreat in Green- 
wood, which was burned out four years 
later. An imperative call was made for 
the return to the Washingtonian Home 
in 1875, and he again resumed the duties 
of Superintendent and physician of that 
institution, where he remained up to |” 
about two years ago. 

Dr. Day was one of the best men that 


ever lived, In him the

PAPER MONEY IN CHINA, 


Sarrency Known Inthe Flowery Land Over 
a Thousand Years Ago. 


Tf we are to attach any value to the 


statement made by Klaproth in The | 


Asiatic Journal for 1822 theinvention 
of bunk notes belongs to the Chinese, 
At the commencement of the reign of 
Hian-Tsoung of the Thang dynasty, 
in the year 807 of the Christian era, 
and on the occasion of a great fam- 
jne, the emperor decreed that all 
merchants and wealthy persons 
shouid deposit the whole of their gold 
and silver in the public treasury, and 
in return there were delivered to 
them notes called ‘‘fey thsian,” or 
“flying money.” Three years after 
ward this } 
at Peking, but its circulation contin 
ued to be authorized in the provinces, 

In A. D. 906 the pap& eurrency 
was revised by another emperor, mer- 


chants being permitted to deposit 


their bullion in the exchequer, and to | 


receive in exchange notes called 
“running money.” In 1021 this cur- 
rency represented a yalue of nearly 
3,000,000 ounces of silver. Whether 
these bank notes were printed from 
metallic plates has not been ascer 
tained; but, taking into consideration 
the statement made by the Jesuit 
missionaries that what is known as 
“block printing” had been practiced 
in China from the very earliest years 
of our era, it is extremely probuble 
that the ancient Chinese bank notes 
were impressions taken from en- 
graved blocks of wood. 

In what manner the mediwvyal Eu- 
ropean banks of deposit made ac- 
knowledgyment of their indebtedness 
is amystery. ‘The first banks of de 
posit and exchange were established 
in Italy, very possibly on ancient 
Roman lines. The early Italian 
“banco” was simply a money chan 
ger’s desk, or counter, and when the 
financier was unable to discharge his 
pecuniary gations his bench, or 
counter, was hewn in twain, and by 
metonomy the insolvent financier 
Was said to be “banco totto,” or bank- 
rupt. 

As for the bank note, it seems to 
have had a double origin, partaking 
equally of character of a certifi- 
cate of deposit and of a promissory 
note or bill of exchange, Theaccept 
er of the note confided to the banker 
certain in which the 
banker kept in his vaults, 
ing his customer the expense and the 
danger of carrying large sums of 
money from plave to place at a time 
when Europe was almost constantly 
convulsed by war, and the line of de- 
markation between soldiers and brig- 
ands was of the thinnest possible de 
scription, 

The banks of Venice and Amster- 
dam issued the certificates and 
promissory notes long before the es 
tablishment of the Bank of England, 
and the earliest notes of the bank es 
tablished by William Patterson were 
known as “bills.” A merchant who 
wished to remit a sum of money to a 
correspondent living at some distant 
place proceeded to the bank, de ‘posit 
ed somuch hard cash and received a 
“bill” containing a promise to repay 
the sum deposited on demand, The 
scheme of a bank of England appears 
to have been frequently debated dur 
ing the commonwealth and was seri 
ously discussed at a meeting of the 
first council of trade at Mercer's hall 
after the restoration.—London Tele- 
graph.

1. ‘‘Now, these are the names of the 
children of Israel which came into Egypt. 
Every man and his household came with 
Jacoh.”’ The more detailed account of 
this is found in Gen, xlvi, 8-27, and in 
verses 8, 4, the comforting and assuring 
words of God to Jacob concerning his go- 
ing into Egypt—the promise of His pres- 
ence and blessing and of their sure return 
to the land of promise, It is always safe 
to go where we are sure of the presence 
and blessing of God. These children of 
Israel are first mentioned by name, with 
the meaning of their names, in Gen, xxix 
and xxx. ‘The last reference to them is in 
Rey. xxi, 12, where their names seem to be 
written on the 12 gates of pearl of the 
New Jerusalem, th Bride, the Lamb's 
wife, which is to come down from God 
out of heaven. 

2, 8, 4. “Reuben, Simeon, Levi and Ju- 
dah, Tssachar, Zebulum and Benjamin, 
Dan and Naphtali, Gad and Asher,’’ These 
11 came with Jacob, Joseph being already 
in Egypt, as in the next verse, The 
names here are not in the order of birth, 
but in the same order as in Gen, xxxv, 
28.26, which is there explained, the wives 
coming firstand then the handmaids, The 
many various orders of arrangement in 
which the Spirit has written these names 
throughout the Scriptures cannot be void 
of significance, 

5. “‘And all the souls that come out of 
the loins of Jacob were seventy souls, for 
Joseph was in Egyptalready.’’ This agrees 
with Gen, xlvi, 26, 27, and Deut, x, 22, 
Stephen's statement that Joseph called 75 
to him in Egypt (Acts vii, 14) is no dis 
crepancy, for he includes all his kindred, 
which would take in Jacob’s sons’ wives, 
who were not included in the 70, See Gen. 
xivi, 26. The word of God is infallible. 

6. ‘And Joseph died, and all his breth 
ren, and all that generation.’’ We are re- 
minded of the eight times repeated ‘And 
he died” of Gen. v, and of Heb, ix, 27. 
“It is appointed unto men once to die.” 
But we remember that two men have been 
excused from keeping this appointment, 
Knoch and Elijah, and all believers alive 
on the earth at the coming of Christ will 
not sleep, but be changed in a moment and 
caught up to meet fess in the air (1 Cor. 

; I Thess. , 16-18). 

OL And the children of Israel 
fruitful and increased abundantly 
multiplied and waxed exceeding mighty, 
and the land was filled with them.”’ God 
had said to Jacob, ‘tear not to go down 
into Egypt, for I will there make of thee 
n great nation’? (Gen, xlvi, 8). And He 
had done it according to His word, for 
“ath He said, and shall He not do it? 
or hath Hespoken, and shall He not make 
it good’? (Num. xxiii, 19)? When such 
inerease is seen in all the earth, then shall 
Gen. i, 28, be obeyed and the blessing of 
the Lord be made manifest. Confidence 
in God and obedience to His word will al 
ways bring showers of blessing. 

8, “Now, there arose a new king over 
Egypt, which knew not Joseph.’? That 
was not the worst of it, for his own testi- 
mony was, “I know not Jehovah”? (x. v, 
In this he was surely guilty, for he 
could not help knowing about Joseph, and 
the God of Joseph, and the great deliver 
ance wrought by God through Joseph for 
his land and people. The presence of these 
| children of Israel in his land was a wit 
ness on behalf of Joseph and his God. 

9. ‘*And he said unto his people, Behold, 
the people of the children of Israel are 
more and mightier than we.”’ ‘This is equal 
| to a confession that he knew Joseph in the 
sense of knowing all about him and his 
people, but he was determined not to ac- 
knowledge any obligation to Joseph or 
these his people. This is the sense 
which those who have heard the gospel 
know not God, They will not regard Him 
nor acknowledge their obligation to Him. 

10, ‘“‘Come on, let us deal wisely with 
them, lest they multiply, and it come to 
pass that when there falleth out any war 
they join also unto our enemies and fight 
against us and so get them up ont of the 
land.’?’ He in his wisdom would fight 
against the very thing God had said He 
would do, “I will surely bring thee up 
again’? (Gen, xlvi, 4), Satan's way is to 
go directly against God, as in the begin- 
ning, when God said, **Thou shalt surely 
die,”’ the serpent said, ‘* Yeshall not surely 
die.’’ 

11. ‘*Therefore they did set over them 
taskmasters to afflict them with their bur 
And they built for Pharaoh treas- 
ure cities, Pithom and Raamses.’’ This 
also had been foreseen and foretold, for 
God had said to Abram thatin the strange 
land his seed should be afflicted, but that 
afterward he would bring them out with 
great substance (Gen, xv, 18,14). Itseems 
strange to us that God should allow satan 
to afflict His people, but so it is. Consider 
Joband the captives taken to Babylon 
for their good (Jer, xxiv, 6) and thechureh 
at Smyrna (Rey. ii, 10) and see I Pet, iv 
12, 18.

A Substitute For Horseback Riding. 

An apparatus by which both the 
expense and difficulty of riding on a 
live horse are avoided consists of a 
saddle mounted on a stand, the interi- 
or works of which are so arranged 
that with a minimum exertion on the 
part of the rider he may reproduce 
the trotting and galloping motions of 
a horse. Mounting astride of the 
horse, the rider places his feet on 
supports at the sides, which can be 
raised to any level and which corre 
spond to stirrups in ordinary riding. 
In front of him are two handles, 
which can be also raised or lowered, 
thus bringing the muscles of the 
arms and chest into action, 

The whole saddle can be also raised 
or lowered, thus giving an easy trot 
or gallop at the will of the ‘horse- 
man,” The rider puts the horse into 
motion by his movements up and 
down, Thus the apparatus is differ- 
ent from the mechanical horse ex- 
hibited some years back, in which 
the horse was moved by a pivot in 
the center of its body, which was 
worked by a steam engine beneath 
the floor. The experiment is very 
ingenious.—London Lancet.

My Dear Sir—I cannot attend the hearing 
on the Norwegian bill, Monday, as i must 
leave for New York early in the day. 

Tam jn favor of the bill, 

First, last and always, lam a prohibition- 
ist; and I favor the Norwegian bill, 
if righteously administered, its tendency will 
be toward prohibition, Ifeur good temper 
ance people would carefully study the bill, I 
think their objections to it would disappear. 
For, if the bill is carried, we shall continue 
have “local option” in Massachusetts, and the 
same proportion of towns and cities voting no 
license that we now have, 

But in the towns and cities that vote for 
license the Norwegian system offers a chance 
for great impr 
in those places by a majority vote. But, then, 
it eliminates the element of personal profit 
from the sale of liquor, which now keeps it 
alive, and makes it flourishing. 

It extinguishes the saloon, as it now exists, 
a noxious agent in politics, the headquarters 
of a most dangerous class, and a perpetual 
menace to the community. And it transfers 
the control of liquor selling from the very 
worst elements of society to the hands of men 
who abominate the whole business, and only 
consent to take charge of it that they may 
minimize its evils and ultimately extinguish 
them. I don’t wonder that the liquor-selling 
fraternity fight the bill, But Ido wonder that 
our honest, straichtforward temperance poo 
ple cannot see the power it gives them, 

During the anti-slavery campaign we an- 
athematized the hiaeous business of buying 
and selling luuman beings. We riddled it 
with the arrows of our satire and poured into 
it the hot shot of our remorseless moral logic; 
and yet we all rejoiced when his Enclish 
friends bought Frederick Douglass, so that he 
could return to Amerien and bombard the 
colossal national sin of slavery with his fervid 
eloquence. 

Again and again and again we contributed 
to buy slaves who had escaped from the south 
when we could not run them into Canada, 
notwithstanding some of our noblest 
tionists remonstrated against the practice, 
our ood temperance people how remonstrate 
against the Norwegian bill.

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The question of the propriety of the tax- 
ation of shares of foreign corporations has 
been a problem which has not only agi- 
tated the legislature of Massachusetts for 
many years but has been discussed 
throughout the civilized world, 

To our minds the arguments brought 
forward in opposition to tle propriety, 
honesty and expediency of such taxation 
seem absolutely unanswerable, These 
arguments may be briefly stated as fol- 
lows: 

First—That a share of stock is not 
property, any more than a deed of a 
house is property; each is merely the evi- 
dence of property; it is as improper to tax 
this one form of evidenee of property as it 
would be to tax the other form, 

Second—That the right of every citizen 
of this commonwealth to invest his earn- 
ings, inheritances or accumulations in 
any enterprise or business not positively 
detrimental to his fellow men, wherever 
that enterprise or business may be cur- 
feeddon, is one of the inalienable rights 
with which wll men are endowed by their 
Creator, and that any curtailment of this 
right, by the imposition of a double tux, 
is contrary to the spirit of the Declara- 
tion of Inde} and to the letter of 
the Constitution of Massachusetts, 

Third—That the int 
commonwealth demand, that her citizens 
shall be free to embark or enuage in any 
enterprise in any part ot the world, aud 
that the citizeus of any other state or 
country shall be free to take up their 
residence here, without suffering the 
penalty of double taxation, 

Fourth—That the true 
one’s ability to pay tuxes in 
chusetts is the aggregate value 
property, real or personal, actually 
and protected within the borders

If the axiom “every man should con- 
tribute to the expenses of government ac- 
cording to his ability’ is to be construed 


that every man must continue to pay tax 


upon tax, so long as he has anything left | 


to pay taxes with, it must be discredited. 

In support of these propositions one has 
only to consider the effect, supposing that 
the pauper certificates of all the shares 
of stock in foreign corporations held in 
Massachusetts should be destroyed, would 
any one be poorer? 

Supposing a citizen of Massachusetts 
owns a farm in Connecticut, so long as he 
owns it as un individual, or even as a 
partner ina firm, he cannot be taxed for 
it here, but if for any reason he transfers 
his real estat’ to a corporation, exchang- 
ing his paper title deeds for paper certifi- 
cates of stock of equal value, he becomes 
liable to be tuxed for that value, If it be 
right that the citizen should own real 
estate in other states and enjoy its reve- 
nues while residing here, without account- 
ing to our assessors (and no one disputes 
this), itis right that he should own the 
evidences of real estate, whether in the 
form of title deeds or shares of stock. 
Long ago the prosperity of Massachu- 
setts was greatly enhanced if not entirely 
created by the enterprise of her merchant 


princes, whose ships penetrated the most | 


distant seas, and the fruits of whose com- 
merce returned here, establishing taxuble 
property and bulitding up the credit and 
glory of the state. So valuable and im- 
portant is the unrestricted freedom of this 
commerce that the legislature has repeat- 
edly passed special acts granting immu- 
nity from taxation to ships engaged in 
foreign trade. The progress of modern 
invention turned enterprise into 
other channels, but the law now discrim- 
inates against the merchant whose cour 
age and capital builds railroads across 
the continent, digs mines in Michigan or 
Colorado, builds factories in New Hamp- 
shire, Maine or Georgia, or irrigates the 
barren lands of l'exas and Arizona, wile 
it exempts him who sends his ships to 
Calcutta or Melbourne, Thus itrestrains 
a commerce, Which though not foreign to 
our country is foreign to our state. 

If the great developments of interstate 
commerce alluded to, some of each of 
which, and many others have been pro- 
moted by the energy and capital of 
Massachusetts citizens during the last 50 
years, could have been accomplished by 
individuals without the aid of corporate 
powers and privileges, none of them 
would have been taxed. MKMecause the en- 
terprises were #0 gigantic as to require 
the co-operation of many individuals and 
the formation of corporations, is no valid 
reason forthe attempt to punish with a 
double tax those individual shareholders 
who choose to reside here 

Indeed, the fundamental law seems to 
forbid it. “Mach individual of the so- 
ciety has a right to be protected by it in 
the enjcyment of his life, liberty and 
property, according to standing laws, He 
de obliged consequently to contribute his 
e6hare to the expense of this protection.” 
Article X. of the Declaration of Rights. 

This language seems to limit the taxing 
power to such subjects as the common- 
wealth is able to protect, The power of the 
legislature is also stated in these words: 
“To impose and levy proportional and 
weasonable assessments, and taxes, 
wpon all the inhabitants of, and persons 
resident, and estates lying within the 
said commonwealth; and also to im- 
pose and levy reasonable duties and 
excises upon any produce, goods, Wares, 
merchandise and commodities what 
soever, brought into, produced, manufac- 
tured, or being withig the same.” Con- 
wtitution, part second, chapter 1, Section 1, 
article LV

tions cannot be “proportional,” because 
the holder of such shares differs in no 
material respect from the holder of an 
equal value of real estate situated out 
side the commonwealth, and the latter 
cannot be taxed

| atrable on other grounds, The testimony 
of substantially every assessor who ap 
| peared before the committee during its 


voluntary returns of the tax-payers were 
few and far between, The cause of this 
| evident reluctance on the part of the 
great majority of the citizens of the com- 
mon wealth to aid the assessors in en/ore- 
ing the law, isthe burning sense of injus 
tice which such citizens feel at being re- 
quired to surrender from a quarter toa 
third of the income they receive from 
property which they know has already 
contributed its fu'l share to the expenses 
of government where it is protested. If 
this cause should be removed there would 
be an immediate and marked inprove- 
ment all over the state in the number of 
returns that would be made, and an 
actually larger amount of personal prop- 
erty tax would be collected. It was 
everywhere shown that the amount of 
revenue obtained from the tax on foreign 
shares bears a ridiculously small propor- 
tion to the revenus which should be ob- 
tained, if the individual holders paid 
willingly. 

It is urged in opposition to the proposed 
exemption that if these foreign shares 
are to be exempted it might be possible 
for some very rich man to reside here, 
possibly boarding at the Hotel Vendome 
in Boston, for example, enjoying all the 
advantages of Boston’s fine streets, com- 
mon, garden, parks, police, schools, 
library, etc, etc, even including the 
privilege of voting and of being elected 
to public offices, without paying any tax 
whatever, except a poll-tax,. 

It may be admitted that such a casi 
would be possible, though very improba- 
ble. Inthe first place, if this supposed 
rich man did not make his sworn return 
as required by law, the assessors couid 
doom him precisely as they do now, and 
it would be theirduty to estimate his es- 
tate in accordance with his manner of 
living. If, however, he made a return, as 
he probaby would do, after being relieved 
froin the present unfair consequences of 
such action, he would probably acknowl- 
edge tosome taxable property. At least, 
this income would exceed $2000, and his 
tax upon such excess would be so much 
clear gain to the state, even If there were 
nothing else. 


the most extreme case possible, that he 
paid nothing but a poll-tax, it is apparent 
that the presence of such a man would be 
a benetit and nota detriment to the com- 
munity. Itis the presence of such men 
that gives the value to the Hotel Ven- 
dome and other palaces like it, all of 
which are and ought to be fairly and 
honestly taxed, It is fair to say this 
Crassus pays his share of the taxes in- 
directly in his board bill to the landlord. 
He must at least spend some of his in- 
come, andin spending it will give em- 
ployinent to livery stables, tailors, shoe- 
makers, hairdressers, florists, lawyers, 
doctors, theaters, railroads and countless 
other purveyors of necessaries and lu:- 
uries. Such income as he does not spend 
will increase the bank deposits. All of 
| these pay taxes, and we may be sure that 
the tax bill is not forgotten in making up 
the charges which our Cregsus must pay. 
Without him and his kind all these 
things would prosper less and pay less 
taxes. 

The poor immigrant who has the good 
sense to make his home in Massachusetts, 
if he promises to be self-supporting and 
law-abiding, has eyer been and ever will 
be welcomed by the broad policy of this 
Commonwealth, though be makes one 
more competitor for our native wage- 
earnersto contend against, and adds to 
the direct income of 
| poll-tax (which at any time he may be 
unable to pay). 

No less cordial welcome should be ex 
tended toa manof wealth, who will ask 
and receive no more from the State 
than does the immigrant, who will not 
enterinto competition with our wage- 
earners, Who will distribute among our 
tradesmen, merchants, industries and 
charities a yearly income which the im- 
migrant would regard as a competent 
fortune in itself, 

Yet the policy of the existing law is to 
place the heavy hand of taxation upon 
such a man for possessing evidence of 
property, which property is not protected 
by our laws nor increased or diminished 
atour expense, If the real location of 
the property is traced out, it will be 
found that it has contributed its full pro- 
portion to the governmen.s which protect 
it; there is neither reason nor justice in 
compelling the man to pay again to the 
government from which he asks nothing 
but the privilege of living.

In short, the presence of wealth is an

He argued that as a thick piece of 
pasteboard cap be made to take on a 
firm, smooth and durable surface by 
holding the saine against another 
moving surface for several minutes, 
a larger piece of paper made in the 
form of a beltand permitted to run 
upon the surface of a pulley day aft- 
er day would soon create upon the 
surface a firm, hard, shiny coating 
that would last a long time, 

In making the belt, links made 
from paper pulp are used, As soon 
asa belt is put into working order a 
hard, shiny coating appears upon the 
surface next the pulleys, and this be- 
comes harder and harder as the 
months slip by. It becomes so hard 
finally that only the cold chisel can 
cut into it. Such a surface works 
well on the pulleys.—American Ex 
porter,

Efforts to Repeal It and the 
Effect of Their Success, 


Extract From a Speech of Alex, 8. Por-

Boston, April 28, 1894,

MR. PRESIDENT AND GENTLEMEN: It 
gives me great pleasure to spenk to you 
tonight, because I want to call your at- 
tention as forcibly as IT may ton great 
danger that ia threatening at once this 
community and the whole common- 
Wealth, and I shall invoke your aid in 
averting this danger, by every effort in 
your power. 

As you are all aware, we are suffering 
in this country from over-legisiation. It 
seems to be the fashion of the hour for 
overzealous people or ambitious men to 
each year bring into our legislature ob- 
noxious bills,or to endeavor to have others 
already in successful operation set aside, 

No sooner do we get well under way 
under some judicious act, than we find at 
the opening of the next legislature bills 
to amend, or to repeal an act. 

In old times legislation was a very 
graveand serious matter, and no act of 
any importance was passed without a 
thorough discussion by the public and 
the press. Not so now, for if we don’t 
look out some bill will be sprung upon 
the legislature without warning in the 
most adroit way and railronded through, 
to use a modern phrase, to a third read- 
ing before we awake to a realizing sense 
of what is being done. The consequence 
is that merchants, corporations and citi- 
rens generally, have each year to keep a 
well-paid guard at the state house to keep 
watch of every bill that is introduced. 
To be sure, un great number of these bills 
are killed in the committees, but only 
after a long and trying struggle. 

Now, among other obnoxious bills 
there was introduced into the legislature 
at this session, a bill to repeal the law of 
1881 exempting mortgages from taxation 
You are no doubt all aware of the long

Some Rare Pictures. 


Mr. Gordon Parker, the druggist in 
Mechanic Block, devotes considerable of 
his spare time to the agreeable work of 
taking pictures with his camera. He 
has been doing this for some time and 
has accumulated a large cabinet of 
valuable local views, some of the 
originals of which will soon become 
obliterated and pass out of the memory 
of the present generation. He also 
has views copied from pictures which 
belonged to the late Deacon Cragin and 
now the property of Mrs. Chase Cole of 
Pleasant street and others. 

One of the most interesting things in 
Mr. Parker's collection is the room in 
the Sewell house at Burlington in which 
was set the table from which Hancock 
and Adams were about to take their 
dinner on April 19, 1775, and from which 
they precipitately tled when the false 
alarm came that the British troops in 
pursuit of them were close at hand. In 
the room is the identical table, the 
dishes on it, chairs.ete., from which 
Hancock and Adams were driven by the 
alarm, and is probably a faithful repro- 
duction of the domestic scene as it 
appeared on that memorable occasion. 
On the wall is a portrait of Judge 
Sewell, of Salem witch-burning fame, 
an ancestor of the present owner of the 
house, Samuel Sewell, Esq., and others 
all of which are brought out marvelou 
clear and distinct in Mr, Parker’s repro- 
duction. This picture will 
become of great value no doubt. 

A view of the aqueduct which carried 
the Middlesex Canal over Shawsheen 
River in Wilmington is another interest- 
ing relic of old times, and as everything 
counected with the Canal is rapidly dis- 
appearing the preservation of this scene 
was a good thing to do, The aqueduct 
still shows wonderful achievements in 
stonemasonry, it being without a particle 
of “pointing” and yet as solid as the 
hills. 

In the collection are waterfalls and 
bosky dells and other pictures taken 
in Shaker Glen which are beautiful; and 
the Count Rumford and Baldwin houses; 
the Reed house in Burlington, one of 
the most ancient in the county, with 
the venerable Josiah Reed at the door; 
street scenes and buildings copied from 
pictures taken 30 and 40 years ago—these 
and many more make a collection of 
photographs which any possessor of them 
might well feel very choice of.

ness men Miss Maynard described the 
social and domestic life of one of the 
prominent merchants and his large family 
of apprentices She was a guest in this 
family during the Christinas and New Year 
festivities and the hospitality dispensed to 
the friends and employees of the merchant 
was most liberal, Every employee received 
asmall sum of money and a package of 
| goodies, over two liundred apple fritters 
having been cooked tor the oveasion. A 
grand banquet was served to the intimate 
friends of the host, and (he apprentices also 
had a bountiful spread in the ‘inter 
House” 

The women of Hamburg are the best 
dressed in Germany; the men are large, 
dignified in bearing, and of a serious turn 
of mind. 

A number of fine photographs of the 
principal buildings and of scenes in the city 
during the plague were shown, and much

Bad blood has existed between Mayor 
Murray and Chief of Police Melutosh

It originated with the 
Mayor who claimed that the Chief in 
the execution of the law against illegal 
rumsellers used partiality, This was 
emphatically denied by the Chief. 

The trouble culminated in a row last 
Saturday evening in the Mayor’s office 
in City Hall and in the suspension ot 
the Chief. Tt was a disgraceful atfair 
if the nndenied reports of it are correct. 

lor some time several stores in the 
city have kept open all day Sunday for 
the sale of cigars, tobacco, bitter beer, 
and other commodities.

Several versions 
of the affair published in the 
Boston papers, none of which is eredit- 
able to the parties Hot 
words passed between the angry men 
and it is said that the Mayor seized the 
Chief by the arm, after ordering him out 
of the oflice, with w purpose of torcibly 
ejecting him. ‘The chief defied the 
Mayor to put him out and no further 
attempts were made in that direction. 

In temper at white heat the Mayor 
said **T suspend you from office now,” 
and ordered Clerk Lynch to write out 
the paper, after being assured by the 
Chief that no notice would be taken of 
the oral notification, And so the Chief 
was suspended and Officer McDermott 
put in his place. 

If, as reported, the Mayor told the 
Chief pro tem to disregard the order ot 
Chief MeIntosh and allow the dealers 
to sell goods, other than drugs, on 
Sunday he laid himself open to the 
severest censure. It may be that no such 
instructions were piven. We should 
hope tor Mayor Murray's sake that there 
was not.

It 
ix next to impossible to prove every 
part of a conspiracy against the ballot, 
but it is possible to show the methods 
employed. Itis not the amount but 
the nature of the fraud at which we 
look. If any fraud was proven to exist 
we contend that it was uot only the privi- 
lege but the duty of the Legislature to 
to punish the conspirators and beuefi- 
ciaries eveu to their expulsion. 

For some reason Mr. Bancroft yoted 
against the substitute resolution and in 
favor of the sitting members giving an 
indirect approval to all of the illegal 
acts. We presume that technical reasons

THE MADONNA,
